There is j 
no one, now that the oil scandal washed McAdoo out i 
to sea, who is assured anywhere near the two thirds i 
required. With the Republicans everything, so far; 
as the nomination is concerned, is over but the shout- 
ing. Their supreme interest is now the man whom the 
Democrats will nominate. If it be Underwood, or a 
man of his stripe, Mr. Coolidge can almost begin the 
writing of his inaugural address. The only thing 
which could make his election doubtful under these 
circumstances would be the intrusion of a third can- 
didate. So staunch a Republican as Gov. Preuss of L 
Minnesota prophesies that such a candidate might' 
carry nine middle western states, and throw the elec- 
tion into the House. 


All this changes the centre of political interest to 


the Democratic convention in ISTew York. It is the 
delegates there who will determine whether we are 
to have a. real contest for the presidency or whether 
the election is to go by default. 


For ourselves, we believe that it would be for the 


public good if the issues between the two parties 
might be clearly drawn. The present situation in 
Congress leaves the control of legislation practically isss 
in the hands of a small group which is more progres- 
sive than either of the two parties, and which succeeds 
in getting its way by reason of the opposition minor- 
ity uniting with it on many legislative projects. It 
is not wholesome to have two great parties so nearly 
alike that all that an election means is a. battle be- 
tween the ins and the outs. When the constitution 
was framed, the seeds of two totally different schools 
of political scientists were imbedded in it. We be- 
lieve that its principles can best be worked out by 
having that distinction constantly before the mind of 
the electorate.
